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‘If She Closed 
Her Eyes’ 


Here are prophetic words .. . 
all too soon confirmed. 

“America would be heedless 
eyes to the dra- 
matic strides be- 
ing taken by the 
Soviet Union in 
post-high school 
education, partic 
ularly in the de- 
velopment of 
scientists, en- 
gineers and tech- 
nicians. She 
would be inexcusably blind if she 
failed to see that the challenge 
of the next 20 years will require 
leaders not only in science and 
engineering and in business and 
industry, but in government and 
politics, in foreign affairs and 
diplomacy, in education and civic 
affairs. 

“A responsible exercise of our 
nation’s role in world leadership 
also requires a broadened citizen 
interest in and understanding. of 
foreign relations and world af- 
fairs. World peace and the sur- 
Vival of mankind may well de- 
pend on the way in which we 
educate the citizens and leaders 
of tomorrow.” 

These paragraphs were published 
in July of this year. They are 
from the second report to the 
White House by the President’s 
committee on education beyond 
the high school. 


But a little more than eight 
weeks were to pass beforé the 
Soviets touched off a_ rocket, 
weighing some 300,000 pounds. It 
heaved itself up some 600 miles 
into the sky where, balancing 
the pull of gravity with its speed, 
it began to make a controlled or- 
bit. 


Coded Messages 


Our military believes that the 
coded so-called messages going 
back to the Russians are those of 
infrared radar-like “photo 
graphs.”’ They are not true “‘pic- 
tures,” such as one’s kodak 
makes. But they do send back a 


on a map. That is to say, moun- 
tain ranges, flat lands, the mass 
of cities, the weather—all these 
can be faithfully reported by the 
electronic “eyes” of the “Soviet 
moon.” Since it circles the earth 
every 96 minutes its signals, re- 
peated many, many times across 
many, many days, would provide 
a very good intelligence report 
to Soviet scientists. 

The Kremlin announces it will 
“within a month or so,” fire yet 
another. It is common sense to as- 
sume they have learned much 
from this first one. Therefore, the 
second will be equipped with in- 
struments even more revealing. 

The prophetic words of the 
President’s committee on educa- 
tion above the high school level 
contains further relative comment. 
In. a time when our school popu- 
lation already is too big to handle 
efficiently, and when the greatest 
increase is ahead, we must admit 
certain failures. This is particu- 
larly true in the field of mathe- 
matics and the sciences. 


McCarthy Hysteria 


During the peak of the Joe Mc- 
Carthy hysteria Sen. Fulbright 
described the attitude of the time 
as a sort of “‘swinish cult of anti- 
intellectualism.” Universities and 
university teachers were general- 
ly made suspect. Certainly many 
scientists simply refused to at- 
tempt government work because 
of the hostility and suspicion en- 
gendered. Those officially in 
charge of our missile program 
now admit that one reason for 
our delay in schedule was this 
period of folly. Not merely was 
there a reluctance to do govern- 
ment work, there also was a fall- 
ing off in science students. 


Fear extended deeply into the 
educational structure. In one com- 
munity, for example, a textbook 
was banned when a group agitated 
against it because it contained 
birthrate figures showing Russia’s 
population to be growing faster 
than ours. Still another school had 
a textbook removed on the ground 
it pointed out Soviet advance in 
science. We permitted extremists 
to withhold and distort knowledge. 
No wonder the Sputnik came as 
so great a surprise. 

For a country which spends so 
much of its wealth on education, 
we remain almost incredibly sus- 
picious of it. This is particularly 
unhappy because the present, as 
we see it, demands a great deal 
of scientific education and the fu- 
ture will require even more. 

We have certain attitudes or as- 
sumptions about education which 
must be revised to meet the. prob- 
Jems of today and tomorrow.

Russia Refuses 
China Request 
For A-Weapons 


HONG KONG, Oct. 13 (—Rus- 
sia has rejectéd urgent pleas 
from Chinese Communist leaders 
for nuclear weapons, authorita- 
tive sources said today. 

The sources said the Peiping 
regime appealed to the Kremlin 
for nuclear arms that would raise 
Red China to the level of the So- 
viet Union, the United States and 
Britain in terms of possessing 
super-weapons. 

The reason for the Soviet re- 
jection was not learned. 

It was considered ible, how- 
ever, that the Soviets withheld 
nuclear weapons from the Chi- 
nese Communists lest Peiping 
touch off an atomic war in Asia 
by itself. 


This was reported today by the 
magazine Aviation Week. Exist- 
ence of the project was confirmed 
xy other informed sources, though 
they were not in position to 
verify all the details in the ar- 
icle.

NAMED FOR NOVEL 


-The term Big Brother is taken 
from the late George Orwell’s 
novel, “1984.” It refers to the 
dictator whose police apparatus 
is able to keep watch on the 
populace with omnipresent tele- 
vision cameras, microphones 
and other espionage devices. 
Lockheed spokesmen declined 
comment on the Aviation Week 
story. Last week, when a French 
general wrote in a Paris news- 
paper that Lockheed was working 
on a reconnaissance satellite, a 
Lockheed spokesman denied it. 
And an Air Force spokesman 
said he had no knowledge of such 
a project. 

However, its existence was con- 
firmed by qualified sources. 
Meantime, according to Avia- 
tion Week, the Soviet Union is 
working on at least one recon- 
naissance satellite to follow the 
first articicial “‘moon’”’ into space. 


OTHER DETAILS 


The article offered the follow- 
ing other details of this coun- 
try’s reconnaissance satellite pro- 
gram: 

The initial design is for an un- 
manned vehicle. It would photo- 
graph activity on earth by use of 
television or regular photographic 
cameras, or with infra-red or 
radar scanners. 

(Infra-red is an electromagnetic 
radiation whose frequency range 
falls between that of visible light 
and the range used for high- 
clarity radar.)

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (J. 
Sputnik’s rocket companion stole 
the show today with a brilliant 
performance for amateur sky- 
watchers and qualified for possi- 
ble top billing on the scientific 
stage, too. 

“T rather think we'll learn more 
for a while from observing the 
Rocket than the satellite itself,” 
said a spokesman for the Naval 
Research Laboratory’s Project 
Vanguard, center of U.S. satellite 
efforts. 


The rocket, which went into an 
earth-circling orbit of its own 
while giving Sputnik its final boost 
into space, is now believed by 
Vanguard scientists to be losing 
atltitude in the first stages of a fall 
that would end with its burning 
up like a meteorite in the earth’s 
atmosphere. 

“‘We know it is losing altitude,” 
the spokesman said, but added 
that whether the plunge will come 
in days, weeks or months has not 
yet been calculated. 


Sputnik itself showed up today 
apparently right on schedule. Dr. 
John P. Hagen, Vanguard direc- 
tor, has said that the satellite will 
maintain a fixed orbit and stay up 
a year or more. 

The burnt-out rocket remnant, 
less dense than the tightly packed 
satellite, is believed to be more

British Milk 
Is Polluted 
By Reactor 


LONDON, Oct. 13—The United 
Kingdom’s Atomic Energy Au- 
thority told farmers in the vicin- 
it, of the Windscale plutonium 
factory today not to drink or sell 
their milk. 


This is the plant in Cumberland 
County, in northwest England, 
where overheated uranium car- 
tridges caused the release of 
some radioactivity Thursday and 
Friday. 

Scientists who checked samples 
of the milk Saturday found they 
contained six times the normal 
permissible level of radio iodine. 
Later tests showed a_ further 
slight increase. 


The authority’s chief medical 
officer said the milk might be 
drunk safely by an adult. But 
he added that milk was drunk 
largely by young children and 
for them the ratio of fluid intake 
to body weight was higher. 

For this reason, he said, it had 
been decided to stop all milk sup- 
plies from these farms. The area 
affected is a coastal strip seven 
miles long by-two miles wide 
with a population of 5,000 to 7,- 
000, and about 100 farms. These 
farms are not all milk producers. 

“We do not say the situation is 
dangerous but we felt it neces- 
sary to stop supplies, especially 
for children,” the medical offi- 
cer said.

Sputnik, Soviet Missile Seen 
As Only Political Advantages

ple in Washington last week were many of the men

among these men. Their reason was summarized by one 


of them: 

“The satellite, and even the 
missile, do not really change the 
equation of deterrence—what Win- 
ston Churchill called ‘the balance 
of terror’.”’ 

These men readily conceded in 
private conversations that the 
United States had undoubtedly 
suffered a sharp psychological 
setback from the Soviet achieve- 
ment. 

They also conceded that U.S. 
security might be threatened over 
a long period of time if the Sov- 
iets pushed drastically and con- 
sistently ahead of the United 
States in missile technology. But 
they did not expect that to hap- 
pen. 

Their main arguments for 
“keeping our shorts on’ were: 

1. The satellite itself, as Presi- 
dent Eisenhower said, has no im- 
mediate military significance. 


GREATLY OVERRATED 


2. The intercontinental missile 
has been greatly overrated as an 
“ultimate weapon.” For various 
intricate and technical reasons, 
the missile is not capable by it- 
self of destroying the basic U.S. 
deterrent—the capacity to “kill” 
the Soviet Union. As long as the 
deterrent exists global war is un- 
likely. 

No doubt some experts felt 


more alarm. There was a clear 
sense of concern among those 
who felt that loss of U.S. prestige 
might weaken some crucial al- 
liances. But the prevailing view 
in the State department and the 
Pentagon appeared to be that the 
basic balance of world military 
power is just the way it was be- 
fore Sputnik began _ whirling 
around the globe. 

The optimists even found a 
touch of positive benefit in the 
Soviet achievement.

SAN MARINO, Oct. 13 “®—San Marino’s women, a nasty cold 
and a broken dental plate helped end this ancient republic’s two- 
week-long bloodless revolution and the Red regime that had ruled 


since the end of the war. 


Tomorrow, while San Marino’s church bells ring, an anti- 
Communist provisional government—recognized by Italy and the 
United States—formally takes power. 

The nasty cold that helped hasten that hour was caught by 
Gildo Gasperoni, 5l-year-old head of San Marino's Communist 
party and a veteran of the Spanish civil war, known as the “Little 


Khrushchev of Mount Titano.”’

‘Egypt, Hungary 
Sign Trade Pact 


CAIRO, Oct. 13 (®—The Egyp- 
tian Ministry of Commerce an- 
nounced today conclusion of a sup- 
plementary trade agreement with 
Hungary which would increase 
trade between the two countries 
by $228,250 annually. 

A communique said the agree- 
ment stipulated the increase would 
be for the exchange of Egyptian 
vegetables, fruits and salts for 
Hungarian wireless equipment, 
chinaware, tinned meat, and al- 
cohol.

RECENT EXAMPLES 


This may be true, though there 
some formidable arguments in 
favor of the present budget sys- 
tem. But there are other features 
as to why the Legislature does 
not seem to command the meas- 
ure of respect and authority that 
the Constitution means for it to 
have. 

There have been several recent 
examples indicating a lack of un- 
derstanding by many persons of 
the proper relationship between 
the Legislature and the gover- 
nor. 

Gov. Griffin, it will be recalled, 
last summer appointed a special 
committee of state legislators to 
investigate the so-called anti- 
moonshine fund of Revenue Com- 
missioner T. V. Williams. 

The governor had every right 
to appoint the lawmakers, as in- 
dividuals, to such a special com- 
mittee. But some persons consid- 
ered the group an official com- 
mittee of the General Assembly. 
It was not. Only the Legislature 
itself, acting through its leaders, 


could have set up a committee to. 


act and speak officially for the 


_ General Assembly. 


IMPORTANT POINT 


The point may be small. But it 
is important if the Legislature is 
to be recognized for its rightful 
role in the state government. 

More recently, a member of the 
Legislature 
Griffin to appoint a special com- 
mittee of the Legislature to in- 
vestigate Williams to see if he 
should be impeached. Griffin, as 
he should have, ignored the sug- 
gestion. If the legislator had been 
serious about his proposal, he 
should have directed it to the 
speaker of the House and the pre- 
siding officer of the Senate, the 
lieutenant governor.

CONFUSED IDEAS 


These are indications that too 
many Georgians are confusing the 
relationship of the governor to 
the Legislature. There seems to 
be a tendency to view the gover- 
nor as some sort of director of 
legislative affairs. 

This type of thinking is clearly 
out of line with the Constitution’s 
mandate that the three branches 
of the government “shall forever 
remain separate and distinct.” 

There is no individual blame 
for the present state of affairs. 
It is the system and the ma- 
chinery that has grown up through 
the years. 

A number of proposals have 
been advanced or are being con- 
sidered to clarify the proper role 
of the legislative branch. Some of 
these will be discussed in later 
columns.

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Inflation Robs Us 
Of Sound Dollars 


In the field of economics Malcolm 
Bryan, president of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Atlanta, is one of the nation’s top 
gunners. 

On Friday he fired a double-barrel 
blast of unerring accuracy at the advo- 
cates of creeping inflation as a necessary 
policy. 

Such a policy, he said flatly, not only 
erodes away the value of money and the 
people’s confidence in it, but it also is po- 
litically and economically dishonorable 
in that it makes impossible the neces- 
sary honesty which must exist between 
men and between governments and peo- 
ple if a free, democratic and efficient 
society is to flourish. 

Mr. Bryan, speaking before the 52nd 
annual meeting of the American Life 
Convention, did not identify any specific 
targets. But it would seem likely the 
bulls-eye on his target was Sumner 
Slichter. an economist of eminence and 
a prolific writer of articles. He has been 
one of the leaders of the school which 
preaches, “with evangelical zeal,” that a 
small but steady inflation is necessary 
to keep the economy growing. “Not so,” 
said Mr. Bryan: 

“One of the dangers of creeping in- 
flation is that it tends to become run- 
ning or galloping inflation,” he warned. 

“Creeping inflation is insidious be- 
cause it creates a mass of beneficiaries 
who scream for. the continuation and in- 
crease of their benefits,” Mr. Bryan em- 
phasized, “and because the will of gov- 
ernments to resist is often weakened by 
the tendency of mounting expenditures to 
outrun revenues.” 

We can see all about us the truth of 
that statement. 

“Inflation victimizes all those people 
who place their savings in money and 
money-repayable contracts,” he said. “The 
loss begins in the very coins and currency 
in the pockets and tills of our people. A 
large group of victims is thus found among 
the poorest and least prescient members 
of our society.” 

‘ We applaud Mr. Bryan for a forth- 
right, down-to-earth statement» which 
even a layman can understand. There 
was a bit of evangelical zeal in_ his 
words and a fine touch of stern, Puritan 
morality, which Mr. Slichter seems to 
have missed in Cambridge. He spoke at 
the right time when the government itself 
is’ concerned and prepared to look into 
the economy and the state of its money. 
Whatever is done, an honest relationship 
must be kept between the government 
and the people and their money.

U.S. Loses Ground 
In the Battle of Ideas 


In a recent address before the Com- 
monwealth Club of California, Theodore 
S. Repplier, president of the Advertising 
Council, told his audience that one-half 
the world has been set against the other 
by a book—a book containing the econom- 
ic philosophy of Karl Marx. 

Expanding his theme, he pointed out 
that roughly three-fifths of our entire 
national budget is being spent for cold- 
war activities—to combat an idea. Yet 
in the most important field of all—the 
battle of ideas—we are waging almost 
no contest. 

“Whereas last year we spent 35 bil- 
on our military establishment,” Mr. 
lier said, “we gave the U.S. Infor- 
mation Agency only 113 million dollars

—about 70 per cent of what one Ameri- 
can company spends to advertise its 
products at home. 


“And this year,” he continued, “Con- 
gress cut even that modest sum 16 per 
cent, causing USIA to shut up shop in 
country after country and leaving a clear 
field to the delighted Communists.” 

Many thoughtful persons have sug- 
gested that the final decision between 
capitalism and communism will not come 
about through application of force but 
through victory of ideas. We are in an 
ideological war of attrition between two 


opposing ways of life. 


But the United States is not making 
much of an attempt to sell its ideology 
to the world. While propaganda is the 
major Russian weapon, the fact that our 
free capitalism is bringing a way of life 
which communism promised but has 
failed to deliver is not being told to the 
world. We are not telling such facts as 
that the average wage level of Ameri- 
can industrial workers has risen 507 per 
cent since 1914 while the price of things 
they buy has risen only 168 per cent. 

The rapid disappearance of poverty 
in this country and its persistence in 
Communist countries can be the most 
potent weapon in this war of ideologies. 
Unfortunately, we are not using it. Yet 
in the long run, it stands to gain more 
victories than guns can,

Courts Stiffen Penalties 
For the Reckless Driver 


In Rome and in Blairsville last week 
prison sentences were meted to young 
men tried for manslaughter in cases of 
death by motor car. 

These young fellows “didn’t mean to 
do it,” of course. 

They were guilty of thoughtlessness, 
carelessness, wanton neglect and complete 
disregard for the safety of others. 

They are the victims of their own lack 
of discipline. 

The court action in these cases is en- 
couraging. 

In the Blairsville case, the defendant 
changed his plea from not guilty to guilty 
after a jury had been impaneled. The 
judge then reduced the charge against 
the boy and sentenced him to five years 
in prison. 

Slowly, almost imperceptibly, there 
has been a change in public opinion on 
the reckless driver. Tragedy has come 
to too many families for that not to 
happen. 

That public opinion reflects itself in 
the attitude of juries and of courts gen- 
erally. It is reflected in the action of en- 
forcement officials. 

Finally, it will make itself felt in the 
Legislature. When that happens, the 
statutes will be stiffened to make the 
penalty for recklessness at the wheel 
sure and severe, in keeping with the of- 
fense.

Agriculture Planning 


Progresses in Georgia 


Extension Service workers in Georgia 
are taking a much longer range view of 
what must be done on the farm than most 
of the so-called agricultural experts swiv- 
eling around behind their Washington 
desks. 

The latter are so concerned with pres- 
ent surpluses that they can’t or won't 
see the handwriting on the wall pointing 
to tomorrow’s needs. 

State Extension Service personnel are 
pointing out that it will take tremendous 
amounts of foods to feed the five million 
population predicted for Georgia by the 
mid-1970’s. That means more milk, beef 
and pork will be necessary. More feed and 
grass crops must be planned; the yield- 
per-acre will have to be increased and 
soil conservation will be of utmost im- 
portance. 

Agronomists at the University of 
Georgia College of Agriculture Extension 
Service have formulated a 10-year plan 
to meet the needs as they arise. Its aim 
is increased yields. In order to reach the 
goals prescribed there will have to be a 
decided increase in the amounts of lime, 
fertilizer and nitrogen now being used. 

“Operation Soil Fertility” has begun 
on a test basis in Tift, Worth, Laurens, 
Coffee, Colquitt and Thomas counties. It 
is an intensified educational campaign to 
bring about more efficient use of lime and 
fertilizer. County agents, agronomists, Ex- 
tension Service specialists, representa- 
tives of the Georgia Plant Food Educa- 
tional Society and business leaders are 
cooperating in the project. 

W. A. Sutton, director of the Georgia 
Extension Service, has pointed out that 
farmers in this state can add at least 
200 million dollars to their income if 


they will carry out recommended fertili- 


zer practices. 

The 10-year plan and “Operation Soil 
Fertility” make sense. They are excellent 
examples of the positive approach re- 
quired to chart the future of agriculture 
as compared to the short-sighted view- 
point that is prevalent in Washington.

Unrest in Satellites 


Goads Kremlin On 


PARIS—The temperature of the cold war is 
dropping. It is going to get colder and stormier. 
This is the central conclusion which emerges 


from a month-long trip to Britain, France, Germany and to the 
rim of the Iron Curtain in Vienna. The considered, candid judgments 
of a wide cross-section of Western diplomats with whom I talked 


are these: 

That Kremlin foreign policy and 
pressure at every weak point in 
the Western Alliance is due to 
get rougher, more unyielding and 
more reckless. 

That this turn for the worse in 
Soviet tactics springs from weak- 
ness, not from strength — from 
anti-Soviet ferment in the satel- 
lites and unrest in the U.S.S.R. 

That if the Western nations have 
the will to maintain their stamina 
and strength the end result may 
be a real break-through in the 
cold war with Moscow finally rec- 
ognizing that it can only relieve 
itself of its worst troubles by gen- 
uine negotiation—on German uni- 


- fication, on disarmament, on the 


Middle East. 

If this reading of events in the 
making is correct then we are 
in for a period of many months or 
longer of increasing tensity, sharp- 
ness and danger with the Soviet 
Union. 

The evidence of harder and 
more implacable Soviet diplomacy 
is becoming more visible all the 
time. 

It began with the threatening 
use it made of its long-range bal- 
listic missile and is in evidence 
at the United Nations in New 
York. 

It was visible in Khrushchev’s 
truculent speeches in East Berlin 
just before the German elections 
during which he made it clear 
that, no matter who was elected, 
there would be no unification for 
Germany except on Soviet terms.

Up in the hills of north Georgia, where nine- 


ing days of the disarmament talks 
in London when the Soviets after 
brandishing the missile showed 
they were going to have no part 
of any reductions of arms, con- 
ventional or nuclear, at this time. 

The view which I find here in 
Western Europe is that these are 
the opening moves in Moscow's 
return to a very tough policy. 

The consensus is that there is 
more to come, that we had better 
be steeled for the worst and ready 
not to yield ground in the face of 
oncoming threats. 

My own deep conviction is that 
a perilous diplomatic period is 
ahead and that it will take reso- 
lute steadiness if the West is to 
avoid calamity. 

I do not mean to suggest that 
the outlook is wholly bleak. It 
isn’t. I find the widely held opin- 
ion that the rougher turn which 
Soviet tactics are taking is pri- 
marily diversionary, that it stems 
not primarily from choice but 
from what the Kremlin deems the 
urgent need to hold the line 
against trouble at home and trou- 
ble in the satellites—in Poland, in 
Hungary, in East Germany and in 
Yugoslavia.

The church leader told the 
crowd that “‘there must be a 
radical change, not in externali- 
ties but in inner quality, in vi- 
sion, in recognition of our self- 
centeredness, our puerile self- 
pitying cry for peace of mind, in- 
terpreted to mean wunconcern, 
freedom from responsibility, and 
financial security. 

“The former two. are unworthy 
and the latter is for most per- 
sons impossible and proved un- 
important by the noblest men of 
history,”” he said. 

In commenting on the current

Electrical Workers 


Dues Out 
For 1,200 


Members

NEW YORK, Oct. 13—One of 
the city’s most powerful unions 
has voted to exempt members 
earning less than $1.25 an hour 
from paying union dues. 

The decisoin, by Local 3 of the 
Electrical Workers, means a Sav- 
ing of $2.50 a month for 1,000 to 
1,200 of the union’s 30,000 mem- 
bers. 


Most of those affected are 
Puerto Ricans in newly organized 
shops manufacturing lampshades 
and wire devices.: They will re- 
ceive all standard union benefits, 
including life insurance policies 
of $500 to $1,500 each, full repre- 
sentation in grievance and wage 
negotiations and participation in 
employer - financed welfare pro- 
grams. 


The no-dues policy was recom- 
mended by a committee of 10 ap- 
pointed two months ago by Jere- 
miah P. Sullivan, president of the 
local, and Harry Van Arsdale, its 
business manager. The recom- 
mendation was approved Thurs- 
day night at a membership meet- 
ing in Manhattan Center. 

The action was part of a con- 
tinuing effort by the union, in 
cooperation with other units of 
the American Federation of Labor 
and Congress of Industrial Organi- 
zations, to end exploitation of 
Puerto Rican workers by racket 
unions and sweatshop employers. 

Van Arsdale summed up the 
philosophy behind the policy in 
these words: 

“If we condemn the boss for 
paying low wages to a worker, 
why should we take part of that 
worker's low wage?” 

The federal minimum wage for 
workers in interstate commerce 
is $1 an hour, but Local 3 re- 
fuses to sign any contracts that 
fail to provide for a basic rate 
of $1.25. However, in many in- 
stances shop committees au- 
thorize the hiring of new em- 
ployes at rates 15 or 20 cents be- 
low this standard. 

The dues exemption is intended 
to protect such workers until the 
union can take action to bring 
their pay up to $1.25 or more.

Integration 
Is Called 
Nearly Done 


CHARLOTTE, N.C., Oct. 13 
Thurgood Marshall, chief legal 
counsel of the National Assn. for 
the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple, said here today in his opinion 
that school desegregation is al- 
most completed. 

Marshall, declaring that school 
desegregation is in its last phase, 
said “‘the other side is frantic for 
two reasons only. It is sure it is 
losing and it is running out of 
delaying tactics.” 

Marshall observed, “the last 
gimmick is physical violence.” 
He addressed some 1,300 persons 
at the North Carolina NAACP 
Convention. 

He also indicated the. NAACP 
may next move for integration 
of southern National Guard units. 
Marshall, who argued the case in 
which the U.S. Supreme Court 
first ruled segregated schools un- 
constitutional, referred to Gov. 
Faubus of Arkansas as the “ace 
of the southern governors. 

“Faubus was their ace,” he 
said. “They played it. The federal 
government trumped it.” 

Marshall exhorted Negroes to 
remember that whites “‘who stand 
up for the law even though they 
don’t like it, in many cases 
demonstrate more courage than 
Negroes.” 

Internationally, said Marshall, 
the danger to the United States is 
not Sputnik but “the sputterings 
of the Faubuses. Eastlands and 
Griffins.” His reference was to 
Gov. Faubus of Arkansas, Sen. 
Eastland (D-Miss) and Gov. Mar- 
vin Griffin.

AT SAN ANGELO 


At San Angelo, first stop on 
President Eisenhower's drought 
tour last winter, observers hailed 
the rain as the best general 
soaker in seven years. 

San Angelo’s huge north Concho 
dam and reservoir hit its flood 
control level for the first time 
since being completed. Elevation 
of the lake was 1,910.12 feet, im- 
pounding 131,707 acre feet of 
water. 

Flood conditions appeared most 
serious on the Colorado River 
and its tributaries, the Conchos 
and the San Saba. 

The Dry Devil's River belied its 
name and surged out over high- 
way 277 south of Sonora. More 
than 5 inches fell on its water- 
shed. 


SAN SABA RIVER 


At Menard, where up to 4 
inches fell in surrounding areas, 
the San Saba River rose to 13 
feet and continued to climb swiftly 
toward its flood stage of 21 feet. 

Near Robert Lee, 31 miles 
north of San Angelo, the meander- 
ing Colorado spread out about 
2,500 in width at one point, nearly 
matching its highest level set 
during a damaging flood in 1936. 
Some 8.4 inches of rain fell in 
the Robert Lee area. 

Two deep draws that run 
through Sonora were about two- 
thirds full. A new airstrip utilized 
by oil company planes was threat- 
ened by the rising water and 
planes were moved out. 

Sonora ranches got up to 5 
inches while the city measured 
3.20 inches. 

The torrential downpours began 
before dawn Sunday. They were 
followed by a special weather bu- 
reau advisory that more severe 
thunderstorms were in prospect 
along with hail and possibly a tor- 
nado. It expired at 11 a.m.

When 
her small warm hand felt the 
cold flesh of this dead face, rec- 
ognizable as the waxlike image 
of the grandmother she remem- 
bered alive, a devastating in- 
ruendo of mortality shook her 
senses. 


SYMBOL OF DEATH 


All her old horror of the ditch 
with the slimy water and of the 
drowned man who had been 
dragged from its noisome depths 
joined her reaction. The mon- 
ster, scaly and murderous and 
inexorable, which her imagina- 
tion and that of other children 
had created as a symbol of 
death and horror and as the ever- 
threatening inhabitant of those 
fearful waters of the ditch, be- 
came palapably real in the cold 
touch of her grandmother's 
corpse. She had cried out, as her 
hand moved forward: 

“No, no. . .! Oh, no, Mother...

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Saree distinct from one another, | 
our patient, now reacted as if she 
did not regard herself as alto- 
gether separate from the previous 
personalities.

T. R. VAN DELLEN 
Medrol, an improved hormone, 
and chloroquine, an antimalarial 
drug, are the latest remedies for 
rheumatoid arthritis. Medrol is 
not available yet but it is report- 
ed to be two or three times more 
potent than any other corticos- 
teriod. These drugs suppress but 
do not cure the disease. 
Chloroquine is slower in action 
than the steriods. Many weeks 
elapse before beneficial effects 
are noted on joint swelling and 
pain. The action of this remedy 
is to inactivate the disease proc- 
ess and prevent recurrences. It 
has been used daily for long pe- 
riods without serious side reac- 
tions. Ten per cent developed a 
rash that necessitated discontin- 
uing the drug. Good results were 
obtained, however, in 70 per cent 
of a group of rheumatoid arthritis 
victims. 

There is more to the treat- 
ment of rheumatoid arthritis 
than the use of medications. De- 
formities should be prevented 
so that the individual is _ re- 
stored to useful living. This

It's Poetry 
Day—observed by governor’s proclamation in Georgia and 41 
other states. 


Personally, I can’t think of anything finer than to pull up a 
hammock under a tree somewhere and spend the entire day read- 
ing everything from Chaucer to Dylan Thomas. But lacking a 
chance at cither of those, most of us will, at some point during 
the day, read Ollie Reeves anyhow, which will be altogether 
suitable. Ollie is not only worth reading but Georgia’s poet laureate 
besides. 


In celebration of the day, Ollie has written a Georgia poem, 
which will be widely quoted tomorrow, I expect, since Marel 
Brown, Poetry Day chairman for Georgia, has had it mimeo- 
graphed and distributed far and near. 

This is the way it goes: 
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MY OWN 
“This is my state; her boundaries extend 
From lifted heights to wave-crest jeweled foam; 
She greets the rising sun where tidelands end. 
This is my home. 


“To her, beloved one, I send this song 

With dedication in each note, each line .. . 
For I have loved her well and loved her long, 
This state of mine. 


“This is my land! Here patriots have died— 

Some graves well-marked, some names to me unknown; 
Yet, from her blue-throned hills, her ceaseless tide; 

The echoes come, ‘My ownl’” 


Speaking of poets and poetry, Ollie recently acquired a pencil 
portrait of Georgia’s first poet laureate and his predecessor as a 
Constitution rhymester. It is a drawing which the late Louis 
Gregg, well known Atlanta artist and former Constitution car- 
toonist, made of Frank L. Stanton in 1907. Mr. Gregg died several 
months ago and some of his effects were distributed among friends 
and some were sold. A friend of Ollie’s found the portrait and 
brought it to him and now he has it framed and hanging in his 
office along with his own appointment as poet laureate. 


The .current generation of young Georgians may have forgot- 
ten Mr. Stanton, but old-time readers of The Constitution still 
cherish his bouncy, light-hearted verses about everything on earth. 
Ollie has a particular affection for him because back in the days 
before he had achieved any recognition for his poetry Mr. Stanton 
encouraged him and published one of his poems in “Just from 
Georgia.” 


You don’t have to stick to Georgia poets when you stage your 
private celebration of Poetry Day tomorrow, although in his 
proclamation Gov. Griffin had a good word to say about how 
many gifted poets Georgia has produced—from Sidney Lanier to 
Agnes Cochran Bramblett. 

Whatever you read you can pretty well be sure of being in 
good company because, as Coleridge, no mean poet himself, said: 
“Prose ... words in their best order; poetry—the best words in 
their best order.”

J. Carroll Mansfield, who helped make history appealing to chil- 
dren through drawings in 1920-30 era, died Sunday in an Atlanta 


hospital. 

Mr. Mansfield, 61, had been in 

declining health since 1942, when 
a heart ailment forced him to 
discontinue his “Highlights of 
History” feature. The feature, 
distributed widely by the Bell 
Syndicate, made use of his intri- 
cate drawings and factual knowl- 
edge of history.

. Mr. Mansfield also was author 
of _numerous books, many of 
which were printed in foreign 
languages.

Mr. Mansfield, who lived at 
2788 Peachtree Rd., had been a 


resident of Atlanta since 1951. He 
was a native of Baltimore, Md., 
and studied art in New York and 
abroad. He was a veteran of 
World War I and it was while 
undergoing training during World 
War II that he developed a heart 
ailment. 

Mr. Mansfield also had done 
numerous murals in addition to 
his educational comic strip work. 

Funeral services and burial will 
be in Baltimore. 

Survivors include his wife: a 
sister, Mrs. Prescott Webb, Bal- 
timore, and several nieces.
